etals until the bright red rose heart 
had blossomed into full and beauteous being, 
despite its rough treatment before it came 
under her care, There are no flowers in the 
slums and this one gladdened the heart of 
the girl who found it. The speaker drew a 
beautiful comparison between this withered, 
faded flower and the outcasts of a great 
city. If they can only be brought to the 
water of life their lives can once more be- 
come fragrant and beautiful and bring glad- 
ness to the hearts of those about them. 

The Rescue Station on Fifth Avenue and 
Sixtieth street was discussed. Instead of 
finding it crowded with millionaires, as 
might be supposed from its location, it is 
filled nightly with crowds equally as tough 
as fill the Bowery halls or anywhere else in 
the slums. She thanked God they need 
never despair and that they need never say 
in the rescue work that anyone had ever 
gone too far to be saved. 

The corps work, she said, is the greatest 
work of the Army. It is the work that is 
deep and lasting and spiritual. The Salva- 
tion Army religion would not be worth a 
snap of your finger if it were sentimental. 
No sentimental religion would do any good 
among the classes we want to reach. Above 
all the Salvation Army must not be sentli- 
mental. A Salyation Army sermon may be 
crude, and in fact it may be said we don’t 
preach sermons at all, but if we can't 
preach we will , and if we can’t do that 
we will do some hot praying. The Army 
is a church of black sheep. It never turns

ONE OF PLUTOCRACY’S TRICKS. 

Wherever a newspaper is found that 1s 
owned, controlled or influenced by cor- 
porations or political plutocrats, it is 
pretty certain to be engaged in opposing 
civil service reform, and more or less 
eagerly championing the doctrine that to 
the victors belong the spoils. The theory 
that there is anything higher and better 
in politics than a struggle for the posses- 
sion of the offices, or that party leaders 
can be engaged in better work than get- 
ting places for the boys,“ is clamorously 
discredited. 

This is not mere imbecility, as it would 
peem to the casual observer. It is a 
policy dictated by a careful and not unin- 
telligent adaptation of means to ends. 
The corporations and the plutocrats have 
intrenched themselves in power in the 
State and Nation and even in municipali- 
ties and newspaper offices. They have 
the people by the throat. The one 
thing they dread is intelligent dis- 
cussion or politics based on principle. 
That is always dangerous to them, as 
they fully recognize. If they can substi- 
tute for the division of parties along 
the lines of principle and of vital public 
questions the never-ending struggle for 
the spoils of office, they think they can 
keep the people of the country grabbing 
for a stone instead of asking for bread. 

Tt is by such devices that the bene- 
ficiaries of ill-gotten power have in all 
ages tried to divert the people from con- 
templation of their wrongs and from 
efforts to ameliorate their condition. 
Under the Roman Emperors it was the 
bloody contests of gladiators. Under the 
Spanish despots it was brutal bull-fights. 
Under Napoleon the Little it was spec- 
tacular social display. Under the present 
Kaiser it is military pomp and circum- 
stance. Our own plutocratic masters 
“virility” and “patriotism” in 
disgraceful fisticuffs over the offices as 
long as by such means the restless activ- 
ity of the people can be diverted from 
such vital questions as monopoly’s en- 
croachments upon their rights. When the 
people begin to think usurping privilege 
is doomed. They will not think to any 
good effect as long as they can be fooled 
with the notion that offices is all there is 
in politics. 

The fact that some of the tools that are 
being used in this propaganda are so 
crassly ignorant as not to know what 
they are doing, or why this cue was 
given them, does not alter that other 
fact that behind the spoils propaganda 
is the intelligent purpose of shrewd men 
who are not in politics for their health.“ 


REVIVE THE IMMIGRATION LAW. 


The late General Assembly of Missouri, 
among other flagrant derelictions of 
duty, neglected to make provision for 
inviting immigration to this State. 

For twenty years the Republican press 
and platforms dwelt most emphatically 
upon the plea that if that party were 
once placed in power, immediate steps 
would be taken to people Missouri with 
the best class of settlers from elsewhere, 
and the unoccupied lands, be made to 
blossom as the rose. In fact the present 
Speaker of the House attained promi- 
nence and the speakership solely because 
he was the author of an immigration 
plank in the Republican league platform 
adopted at Springfield declaring that 
with the dethronement of Democracy the 
„oll of Missouri will echo the advancing 


tread of invincible millions.” 


The Republican party obtained control 
of the House, but not a member of that 
body thought enough of its ante-election 
promises to introduce a bill providing for 
the encouragement of immigration. 
Speaker Russell, who owed his elevation 
largely to that one question, spoke freely 
and frequently upon all sorts of subjects, 
but not once did he suggest the enact- 
ment of an immigration law. 

The Senate waited for some action by 
the House, but waited in vain, and at 
lastein response to a recommendation 
by Gov. Stone in his biennial message— 
it presented and passed a bill looking to 
the establishment of an immigration 
commission. The House paid.no atten- 
tion whatever to this or any other sug- 
gestion, and the Assembly adjourned 
without having done any part of its duty. 

There is now in existence, however, a 
law establishing a Board of Immigration 
Commissioners, to consist of three mem- 
bers, who shall be appointed by the 
“Governor and hold their offices for four 
years. This law makes it incumbent 
upon each succeeding General Assembly 
to appropriate $10,000 for the pay got the

„JAV REFORMERS. 


More discouraging than the failure of 
the legislature to enact an election reform 
law is the refusal of prominent citizens 
to St. Louis to act as election officers. 

Recorder Higgins tried to make a radi- 
cal innovation, and a long advance 
towards practical reform of elections, by 
selecting leading citizens as election 
judges. The men he selected represent 
the cream of the city’s respectable and 
intelligent elements. Many of them are 
leaders in the demand for purer elections 
and in the movement to punish the ras- 
cals and secure better election laws. 

Yet 150 of these citizens—nearly all that 
Recorder Higgins appointed — have 
begged off fro rving as guardians of 
the ballot — decline to give 
one day’s time and trouble to the service 
of the city and to the cause of pure elec- 
tions. It is highly probable that many of 
them will not even take the trouble to 
vote. Over 20,000 voters from the best 
class of citizens in this town stay away 
from the polls at every election. 

Good election officers and honest voters 
are essential to pure elections and good 
government. The best laws that can be 
framed are powerless to protect the bal- 
lot box unless their enforcement is in 
the hands of honest men. It is impossible 
to elect honest officials unless honest men 
vote and see that their votes are counted 
as cast. 

One day’s work in the polling places 
would be worth more for election reform 
than ten years’ jawing at Noonday Club 
conferences, in committee meetings and 
in the lobby at Jefferson City. Is it any 
wonder when leading citizens refuse to do 
anything for election reform and good 
government except “jaw” about them 
that fraud carries elections and that the 


city government is rotten?

A TEST OF WOMAN'S OPINION. 


The civil service enactment which will 
be submitted to a vote of the people of all 
the municipalifies of Illinois at the April 
election embodies not only a great re- 
form of municipal public service, but a 
radical innovation in the matter of the 
participation of women in public offices. 

Section 10 of the law provides that 
“sex shall be disregarded, except when 
some statute, the rules of said (civil 
service) commission or the appointing 
power specifies.” The exceptions are 
clearly intended to cover places for which 
women are manifestly unqualified. 

This is a formal abolition of the dis- 
tinction of sex in filling places in the 
public service. Women are promised the 
same chances as men to obtain munici-. 
pal appointments with men’s pay. The 
law will secure tothem the emoluments of 
office without the burdens of politics, 
because the places will be awarded by 
the merit system through examination. 
Women will not have to enter the polit- 
ical scramble to get the Offices. 

It will be interesting to note next Tues- 
day how much real interest women take 
in the political interests of women. If 
this law which embodies. the object so 
earnestly advocated by the champions of 
woman’s rights is defeated in the major- 
ity of the Illinois municipalities, it will 
be conclusive proof that the women of 
these municipalities care little for polit- 
ical rights or the emoluments of office. 
The women can adopt the law if they 
are sufficiently interested to do so.

According to the Gould Directory, 
which has just been issued, St. Louis has 
a population of 603,837, a gain of 152,067 
over the census figures of 1890. 

These population figures are obtained 
by multiplying the total number of names 
in the book—201,279—by three. How ac- 
curate this estimate is may be judged by 
the fact that in the four cities of St. 
Louis, Cincinnati, Cleveland and Buffalo 
the difference between the census reports 
and the directory estimates of 1890 ranged 
only from 1,000 to 16,000. The estimate 
may be regarded as approximately ac- 
curate, and the statement that St. Louis 
has passed the 600,000 mark accepted as 
certain. 

The year's directory shows a substan- 
tial increase over that of last year, which 
is probably not the fact in many cities, 
the effect of the business depression hav- 
ing been to reduce the urban population. 

Despite the bad times St. Louis has 
grown steadily in both business and pop- 
ulation. All indications point to an era 
of unprecedented growth for the city 
and the end of the century census will 
show her far on the way towards her 
manifest destiny as the greatest city on 
the continent.

Manitoba has 
threatened not to obey the Governor-Gen- 
eral, and has thereby furnished material 
for the confplete division of all the Canadian’ 
political parties. 


But that which interests me personally 
in the matter is the conduct of the Governor- 
General. For, during the World’s Fair, I 
had the opportunity and the pleasure of see- 
ing’ Lord and Lady Aberdeen frequently, 
and when he was appointed Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada I squared myself to watch 
his official career. 

Aberdeen is a little runt of a man, about 
the size of the late Jay Gould, whom he also 
closely resembles in other particulars. His 
very black beard is a trifle sprinkled with 
gray and his eyes are large and piercing. 

While at Chicago he would come down into 
the rotunda of the hotel very early in the 
morning, followed by two or three dogs. 
His first business was to buy the morning 
papers, give them to the Countess’ maid, 
and then proceed to get all the news and gos- 
sip from the hotel clerks and the young man 
at the cigar stand. As an inquisitor he was a 
veritable Yankee, and he maintained an in- 
cessant conversation, all the while playing 
with his dogs. 

An hour or so later, Lady Aberdeen woud 
make her appearance in the rotunda, accom- 
panied by several maids, She is a large, 


magnificent looking woman, at least three 


inches taller than her husband, and probably 
100 pounds heavier. She would bustle about 
at the clerk’s desk, exchange a few words 
with Aberdeen and then start for the Fair 
Grounds on foot, going at a quick, n 
gait that left her retinue dehnd. 

Persons about the hotel thought the Wari 
ah English dude, or at best an intellectual 
lightweight. But it was my impression that 
he considered himself out for a frolic ‘and 
meant to enjoy it. There was a steady, 
thoughtful look in his eyes at times which 
indicated that he could, if he liked, be as 
serious ‘and heavy as any leader of the 
House of Lords or Commons, and that his 
presence in Chicago was largely for pleas- 
ure. His wife was there for business, and 
she attended to it in her own way, without 
interference. 

Whatever Aberdeen may have inherited 
in the line of aristocratic disposition, I 
think he is a pretty good Democrat at 
heart, and his administration of Canadian 
affairs is demonstrating that he knows 
something of the universal rights of man.

Mr. Wilson explains his charity by saying 
that he makes it his business to help those 


corporations as attorneys or agents or repre- 
sentatives, A man schooled and trained 
in the service of corporations is not the man 
to distinguish very clearly between public 
and corporation rights. Be he ever so 
honest in his own estimation his mind is pre- 
judiced and distorted to such an extent that 
he may boldly stand up for that which he 
considers right when everybody not so 
schooled will know he is wrong and be 
astonished at his attitude. 

This is not a small matter, Mr. Bditor. 
I think it Hes at the root of-our legislative 
failures. Because, if there were no agents 
of corporate power, or representatives of 
corporate interests—directly or indireotiy 
nominated and elected to make laws for all 
the people, the lobby would have no more 
chance to accomplish its purposes at Jeff.

fellow-servant bill if Gov. Stone should call 
an extra session and include that subject 
in his call.

A HELL UPON EARTH 


Old Linton Sappington's Misfor- 
tunes and Abuse. 


“My son is going to send me to the Home 
for Indigent and Aged People and I pray 
God I may die before I reach there!“

Tears gathered in the corners of the old 
man's eyes, from whieh the sight had long 
singe departed, and coursed silently down 
his cheeks. His hands shook and his emact- 
ated frame trembled as though palsied. 
With a deep sigh, the heart broken man re- 
sumed the sad retrospect of his life, and 
each dramatic exclamation seemed like a 
dagger thrust that out to the heart. His 
pride is humbled and his only earthly wish 
seemed to be that he might be left to die in 


peace, prepared to meet his God at the judg-

Fear of Li's Death Caused the 
Declaration of an Armistice. 


STILL FIGHTING IN FORMOSA. 


The Bulk of China’s War Indemnity 
Will Most Probably Be Paid 
in Silver. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. , 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 30.—Secre- 
tary Gresham has received a dispatch from 
Minister Dun at Tokio confirming the dec- 
laration of an unconditional armistice by the 
Emperor of Japan. Minister Dun supplies 
no additional facts beyond the state- 
ment that the arrangements will apply only 
to the military operations on the Chinese 
mainiand. This exclusion from the agree- 
ment of the campaign against Formosa is 
thought here to indicate that Japan desires 
to compiete her occupation of this and the 
Fisher Islands, se that she will be in 
actual military possession when she claims 
these important points as concessions in 
= treaty of peace. 
he action of Japan in consenting to the 
cessation of hostilities without other con- 
ditions is thought here to have been in- 
fluenced to a greater degree than has bee 
believed, by net only the attempted assassi- 
nation of Li Hung Chang, but his actual 
condition at present. In official cirales there 
is considerable question as to the ac- 
curacy of the re B sent out from Simon- 
eseki, that the Viceroy is improving.

The secret understanding between Rus- 
sia and Japan is believed to assure the lat- 
ter to a winter so as far south as Yung 
Hing Bay in latitude 39.15, north. This ba 
is only second in its strategic value to Viadi- 
vostok, and has the great advantage over 
the latter of being free from ice all through 
the winter. In return for this Russia is 

supposed to hold a restraining hand on both 
| England and France. It may be found in 

the enti that Russia's restraint will only 
extend so far as is necessary to prevent 
England and France from gaining direct 
advantages for themselves, and not far as 
to back up Japan in the permanent occu- 
pancy of the wang Tung Peninsula on 
which port Arthur is located and the other 
n position of Wel-Hai-Wel. 
These two important positions may be oc- 
cupied until the full payment of the large 
indemnity which will. undoubtedly, be de- 
manded, but their permanent ssession 
would be a constant menace to China and 
calculated to prevent that country from 
ever rising to a condition of defense. Both 
England and France would enter energetic 
protests and it would be to Japan's advant- 
age. to seek other territory. It is generally 
considered that Formosa and the Fisher 
Islands are moré acceptable to Japan and 
would de included in her demands. 

The money fdemmity has been generally 
placed at 000,000,. gold value, and this 
amount would fairly reimburse Japan for 
her war expenses. ut its payment in gold 
is not now anticipated. Silver forms the 
bulk of the cirevlating medium of both 
countries, and se far as the payment is 
made in cash it ts thought probable that 
silver will be the more acceptable metal. 

The statement is made on high authority 
that Hon. John W. Foster, counsel for the 
Chinese peace commission, represents as 
well leading American interests which would 
be best server by obtaining, if possible, the 
payment of the indemnity in silver. rere 
Japan's war debt held in yrope this would 
be difficult to secure, but it is all held at 
| home, where silver is the recognized stand- 
ard money metal. The sharp advance which 
has occurred in silver bullion is attributed to 
speculation incident to the general belief of 
inside circles that silver will form the basis 
on which the indemnity is to be paid. 

It is 8 believed that the demands 
of the Department will be few and simple. 
There is good reason for supposing that the 
peace negotiations will be terminated within 
ten days from the time that they are ac- 
tually resumed. There are several tndica- 
tions which point to this. China is anxious 
for peace; and in the present inflamed condi- 
tion of public sentiment in Japan and the 

retence of a powerful military party Ha- 
bie to cause trouble at any time, the inter- 
ests of Japan will be best subserved by a 
speedy, conclusion of the negotiations. No 
further information touching the armistice 
has been received at the Japanese - 
tion. The officials believe the next step will 
de the issuance of a proclamation and un- 
official word has already reached the Lega- 
tion that this has been done, Confledence is 
expressed that the Emperor's proclamation 
will de accepted at once by the armies. 
There is a telegraph communication with 
the various divisions at Port Arthur, New 
Chwang and Wel-Wel, although it takes 
twelve hours to reach the last named point.

William's Love for Prince Bis- 
marck Bitterly Criticised. 


ACTION OF ‘THE REICHSTAG. 


The Germans Are Thrown Into a Fever- 
ish Condition and Public 
Opinion Is Outspoken

BERLIN, March 3.—The refusal of the 
m.ajority of the Reichstag to celebrate Prince 
Bismarck’s birthday, Emperor William's 
bitter comment thereon and the scenes 


which occurred at Friedrichsruhe during 
the past week have altogether put the Ger- 
mans in a feverish condition and public 
opinion is expressed much more generally 
and outspokenly than customary. 

The Conservative and National Liberal 
préss vigorously denounce the Reichstag 
majority, one paper in Leipsic going to the 
extent of saying * They ought to be 
buried like so much carrion.” So far as the 
spontaneous utterances of popular feeling 
are concerned the vast majority of the 
German people certainly disapprove of the 
Re eichstag’s decision.

whenever the Emperor appeared publicly, 
both in Berlin and elsewhere, he was the 
recipient of popular ovations.

Republican saloon-keepers have discovered 
that when the corporation lines of the 
newly created city were laid off they were 
arranged to exclude a large negro settle- 
ment, and also a considerable number of 
German Republicans. For instance, on 
the north side, the line first takes in the 
house of Mr. Hereford, but cuts off “New 
Algiers,” a thickly-populated negro settle- 
ment. On the west side, there is quite a 
colony, 150 or so, of thrifty Germans, good 
citizens, owning their homes, who are 
barred out, and condemned to be suburban 
residents. This arrangement makes Fer- 
guson a Democratic city. 

Ferguson observes the Sunday law and 
the legal hours for the suspension of busi- 
ness, so far as the saloon trade is con- 
cerned, very rigidly. Some time ago a ball 
was given at Hamill Hall, near his saloon, 
and Hamil! was charged with selling a 
night-cap to a gentleman exhausted with his 
terpsichorean efforts, after the midnight 
hour.

Hamill has in the last incident, he thinks, 
good reason to oppose Mr. Hereford's elec- 
tion.

One 
of the members said there was a suspicion 
that the Commissioner was too favorably 
inclined toward Lloyd's associations to 
make a safe commissioner.

In view of the 
fact that the law does not reach them, 
and they are practically a law under them- 
selves, the presumption is a violent one. One 
theory regarding the opposition to Mr. Dur- 
fee is that it was inspired by certain compa- 
nies in Chicago. Some time ago, the com- 
missioner published a statement showing 
the amount of insurance carried by differ- 
ent companies, in what is known as the 
congested district of Chicago. Risks in this 
district are considered dangerous to an ex- 
tent, and the commissioner drew attention 
to the fact that some of the companies had 
much more insurance in the district than 
they could afford to handle. As this was a 
refiection on the management of these con- 
cerns, it caused considerable bitter feeling. 

The House Committee on Judiciary dis- 
tinguished itself this week by reporting out 
two bills to regulate the Pullman Palace 
Car Company. Both measures were sent 
out as committee bills, and their appear- 
ance created no little surprise. One of 
them fixes the rates to be charged for sleep- 
ing cars and the other provides that a 
company exceeding its charter rights shall 
forfeit its franchise. There has na 
dearth of Pullman lobbyists and Pullman 
‘passes this session that has been positively 

inful. These bills, however, may relieve 

his unfortunate condition of affairs for 
the remainder of the session at least. 

It is pretty generally believed that the 
Torrens land title bill is dead.

Il the House’s employes except those 
provided for in the statute. It is under- 
stood that this was done at the request 
of the Appropriations Committee. 

The impression prevails that there will 
be an early adjournment, largely on ac- 
count of the expense of the Assembly. 
The Senate has already adopted a joint 
resolution providing for adjournment on 
May 2. The House will hardly favor an 
adjournment so early, but June 1 will no 
doubt see a dissolution of the Assembly. 
After a long struggle the Ford valved 
policy insurance bill was advanced to third 
reading in the Senate in its original form. 
The author had prepared an amendment 
providing for the punishment of persons 
over-insuring their property. He afterwards 
withdrew this amendment and insisted on 
the bill as first introduced. The Governor 
vetoed a similar bill two years ago, and 
‘the amendment was his suggestion. How 
he feels about the present bill is unknown, 
but Senator Mahoney declares he will veto 

the measure unless the amendment is 
adopted.

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Supreme Court Decides Against the | 


Wiggins Ferry Company in 
the Alton Suit. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March .- Two 
very important opinions were filed in the 
Supreme Court to-day. One involves a con- 
stitutional construction of the limitation of 
taxing powers placed on cities of the third 
and fourth classes. The city of Lamar con- 
tracted with the Lamar Water-works Co. 
for a plant and afterwards, under a ruling 
of the Circuit Court, could hot pay the 
rental. The lower court held that 50 
cents on the $100 valuation was the limit of 


the city’s power to provide for water works] 
a 


ter operating expenses of the local gov- 
ernment had been taken out. The Supreme 
Court holds differentiy. The 50 cent limit is 
all that can be levied on real estate and per- 
sonal property, but license taxes may be 
used for public purposes as well as any part 
of the 50 cents levy. The lower court is re- 


versed. 

In April, 1864, the Chicago & Alton Rail 
way Company entered into contract with 
the Wiggins Ferry Company of St. Louis to 
do its ferrying business for an indefinite pe- 
riod. After the Eads bridge was constructed 
the railway company deserted the ferry 
company, and also had some of its ferrying 
done by the Madison County Ferry Com- 
pany. ‘Che Wiggins Ferry Company sued on 
the theory that it held a perpetual contract 
and obtained judgment for $3878,282..

WAR FEELING IN ENGLAND,

LONDON, March 3.—I learn to-day the 
important fact, of which no hint has yet ap- 
peared in the London press, that the Aus- 
tralian colonies have instructed their Agents 
General here to urge on the British Gov- 
ernment, first, to permit each colony to 
be represented directly in any international 
silver conference that may be called, or, 
if that may not be considered advisable, 
that the colonies conjointly may be allowed 
direct representation.

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JURORS IN HARD LUCK. 


Lane Murder Case Jury Locked Up Over 
Sunday. * 


Greatly to the disappointment of the 
jurors, Judge Edmunds declined Saturday 
evening to hold a special séséion of court 
to finish the Lane murder cage, and in 
consequence the twelve men must remain 


locked up in the jury room at the Four 
Courts until 10 o’clock Monday ng. 

When court adjourned at 5 o’clock last 
evening the evidence was all in, and As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Bishop for the 
State and ex-Governer Johnson and Charlies 
P. Noland for the Gefciuse were ready to 
make their arguments, but the court’s in- 
structions were not ready, and so the case 
had to go over. ** 

Lane has been on trial for two days. 
He is charged with murder in the first 
degree for shooting Patrick Noonan just 
outside of C. Lorenz s saloon, corner of 
Cottage and Warner avenues, about 1 
o’clock on the morning of last December 
23. The State’s testimony showed that 
Noonan, Lane, Legurier and a man 
named Jim“ had been playing in 
Lorenz’s saloon from 7:30 on the night of 
Dec. 2 until after midnight; that a dis- 
pute arose over the payment for the drinks; 
that Noonan’s friends, know e's 
troublesome disposition, advised him to go 
home; that he left the sa by a rear 
door; that Lane went out the front door 
and shortly after a shot was fired and 
Noonan was found dead outside. Dr. Hoch- 
doerfer testified that the bullet entered 
Noonan’s left side and, glancing upward, 
lodged in his shoulder. These were 
only witnesses the State introduced, d 
Mr. Bishop in his statement to the 
explained that the theory of the prosecution 
was that Lane had followed Noonan 
and shot him while he was getting over 
the back fence, this circumstance exphain- 
ing the peculiar course of the fatal bullet. 

r. Charles T. Noland, who conducted the 
defense, in his opening statement to the 
jury stated that he would prove that Lane 
fired the fatal shot in self-defense; that 
Noonan was pursuing him at the time he 
fired, and that Lane fired while running, 
Mr. Noland using this theory to account 
for the peculiar course of the bullet. 

The first witness for the defense, Fred 
Diebol, testified that before the shooting 
Noonan had in his hand a huge piece of 
timber which he shook threateningly at 
the defendant. Lane himself then took 


the e, and concluded by declaring ’ 
that he shot Noonan in self-defense. He 
was rigidly cross-examined. 

Lane’s attorney feels confident that his 
client will not be convicted of murder in 
the first degree on the evidence. 

Lane is a thin, hollow-cheeked man of 
probably 50. The murdered man was a 
plasterer, only 24 years old. Lane's wife

Officers of the Associated Cycling Clubs 
Expect an Army of 500 Cyclists 
at Clayton Next Sunday. 


Sunday, April 7, is the date of the ninth 
annual St. Louis County tour and if the 
roads and weather are as good as they 
were last Sunday an attendance of over 500 
riders is expected. At all the cycling agen- 
cles the inquiries for information about the 
tour are more numerous than ever before 
and nearly all the wheels that are rented 
are already engaged for that day. Grand 
Marshal Hildebrand rode over the entire 
route last Sunday and was enthusiastic in 
his praises of the selection which he claims 
will add hundreds of riders who have never 


before taken part in the tours on account of 
lack of novelty. 
© route as first proposed, west on Ar- 
senal street, has been abandoned and King’s 
higiiway will be taken south to the Old 
Manchester road, which will be followed 
west to Clifton Heights, thence via Arloe 
to the junction with the new Manchester 
to Benton. On the New Manchester 
road the tourists will ride to the Big Bend 
road.

DEY STREETS. 


Chairman Bettis Issues a Bulletin Re- 
warding the Recent Complaints. 

Mr. J. R. Bettis, chairman of the City 
Streets Committee of the Missouri Division, 
L. A. W., has issued the following bulletin 
to wheelmen: 

Wheelmen who have suffered in mind 
and body because the streets announced to 
be dry have been wet, should not be dis- 
couraged. The intention at headquarters is 


all right; the contractors have simply failed 
in the execution. The Superintendent of 
Sprinkling is endeavoring to do away with 
the complaints of property owners by 
sprinkling part of the street, leaving a dry 
path along the side. This is a difficuit thing 
to accomplish with the character of labor 
that is employed as drivers on the sprinkling 
carts; but the Superintendent thinks he will 
succeed. Certainly, it will be a great 
feather in Superintendent Strait’s cap if he 
can reconcile the formerly opposed inter- 
ests, by giving the wheelmen a dry path, 
and the property owners protection from the 
dust. There is always some difficulty at 
the beginning of the season in getting 
things to working smoothly, but no more 
this year than usual.

WHAT I8 THE IL. A. W.! 


Wheelmen Outside the Ranks Do Not 
Appreciate the Objects. 


It is a common belief among people who 
are not league members that the chief end 
of the league is to encourage racing. Noth- 
ing could be further from the truth. More 
than 90 per cent of league members care 
very little for cycle racing, and not one 
“racing club’’ in a hundred is a league club. 
The impression that the league devotes its 


attention to cycle racing is probably due to 
the fact that it maintains a racing board 
which has exclusive jurisdiction over cycle 
racing and makes rules, and enforces them, 
by which dishonest practices shall not be 
allowed to result in an injury to the sport 
at large. 

The work of the racing board includes the 
granting of sanctions to all athletic organiz- 
ations and all clubs, whether league clubs 
or not, which contemplate holding a racing 
meet, but it should not be inferred from 
this fact that all of the organizations which 
conduct these meets, or even a small pro- 
portion of them, are in any manner identified 
with the membership of the league at large. 
The real and dignified object of the league 
has reference to a higher and better end 
than can be effected by the speeding of bi- 
cycles. The L. A. W. has done much, but 
there is yet more to accomplish, and all can 
aid by the payment of $2 a year.

“I fail to see wherein he has bettered 
himself in the least by the charge he has 
made to the St. Louis National. „They 
are, equally with ourselves, bound by the 
rules of the Clearing House, which are 
very stringent. A violation of any of the 
rules, if proven, means the expulsſon from 
the association of the offending bank, for 
we have gone into this thing in earnest, 
and we mean business. Expulsion would 
be a very seriouB matter to any bank, as 
all the others in the association would be 
compelled to refuse to réceive its checks 
as deposit. There would be other and 
Berious results—so serious, in fact, that I 
think none of them would be apt to risk 
the annoyance of being expelled. The rules 
of the Clearing House Association were 
into nor adopted 
without due consideration and legal advice. 
“To their maintenance and observance every 
member and every bank or trust company 
clearing through a member is bound by 
resolution of its board of directors, which 
s on file with the Secretary of the Clearing 

ouse Association. 

“Further than what I have heard I know 
nothing, and I will say that the relations 
of Mr. Simmons with his former confreres in 
our board remain as cordial as ever.’’ 

Mr. Charles W. Isaacs, cashier of the St. 


Louis National, would say nothing in the 


matter other than that his bank was living 
strictly up to the rule of the Clearing House, 

uiring a charge on country checks, and 
that it would continue to do so as long as the 
rule was in force. 

Local merchants are still busily discussing 
the exorbitant bank charges and the detri- 
mental influence the Clearing House arbi- 
trary is having on their country trade. A 
Post-Dispatch reporter called on a number 
of wholesale men Saturday to gather opin- 
fons in the matter. 

Mr. Felix Coste of the F. Smith & Son 
Grocer Company said: “Our salesmen are 
writing us every day of instances where 
other markets are using this question as a 
leverage to win trade away from us. Here 
is a sample of the letters we are receiving 
from our salesmen: 

Mr. Coste handed the reporter the follow- 


ing letter: 
“GOLUMBUS, Ky., March 2. 

“Gentlemen find that all my trade that 
Tremits by check say that they will not trade 
with a house that will not accept their 
checks at face value, as they can send them 
to other markets at par. J. H. COxr CE.“ 

Mr. John C. Meeks of the Meeks-West 
Grocer Co. said: 1 consider the banks en- 
titled to the actual cost of making these col- 
lections, but they should get no more than 
that. They should make no charge where 
they have nothing to pay themselves, which 
is frequently the case. If the St. Louis 
merchants insist upon these charges they 
will drive their business to such active mar- 
kets as Chicago, Kansas City, Louisville 
and Memphis. Many of the banks would 
like, I am assured, to have the privilege of 
regulating their Own charges according to 
the value of the accounts of their custom- 
ers.“ 

Mr. Meeks then gave the reporter several 
letters bearing on the subject. 

Baker & Milner of Station Belden, Tex., 
Wrote: “‘We cannot remit New York ex- 
change, as it is inconvenient and expensive, 

if you cannot accept our local checks 
we will have to do business where they will

On Kentucky. collections St. Louis banks 
Are charging one-tenth of 1 per cent, but no 
charge is less than 15 cents. On Tennessee 
items the charge is one-quarter of 1 per 
cent, with no charge less than 15 cents. 

A letter was written to the Batesville 
(Ark.) Bank, asking what charge had been 
made on an item of $927.47 on the Batesville 
Bank, that had been deposited in the Com- 
mercial Bank of St. Louis for collection. 
The Batesville Bank replied that a charge 
of $1.30 had been made by another bank in 
the same city. No charge whatever would 
have been made had the check been gent 
direct to the Batesville Bank. 

The St. Louis bank received for making 
this collection $2.32, a profit of 177 per cent, 
With 2 cents allowed for postage.

If we get a large number of 
checks one day, the minimum charge of 15 
cents each amounts to about 1 per cent, 
which is a tremendous reduction in our al- 
ready microscopic profits.” 1 

Mr. Bodenheimer handed the reporter sev- 
eral letters on the subject, one from one of 
his salesmen, who wrote: “I fear the ac- 
tion of the St. Louis banks refusing to 
accept local.checks will greatly interfere 
with sales in the Southwest, especially in 
closely contested territories. Take Fest 
Point, Miss., for instance. Memphis freight 
rates are from 13 to 40 cents per 100 cheaper 
than from St. Louis. Several merchants

E. C. Wilson of El Dorado, Ark., politely 
wrote: 

„With all due respect to the St. Louis 
banks, and your request that we remit in 
St. Louis exchange, we beg to state that 
Eastern and Southern cities accept local 
checks without complaint, and we see no 
reason why your city refuses, when you get 
the bulk of the business. However, we sup-

Armstrong & Bro. of El Dorado, Ark., sar- 
castically wrote: Four favor in regard to 
the action of the St. Louis Clearing House 
to hand. We beg to appreciate your cour- 
tesy in the matter and beg to inform you 
that we will not trouble you agaln by send- 
ing you checks in payment of bills.“ 

Nichri & White of Gayoso, Mo., remitted 
15 cents to cover charges on a check for 
$20.56, and said: 

„We are not able to get New York or 
St. Louis exchange at this point, and in 
future we will have to do business with 
houses and markets that will take our 
checks.”’ 

S. H. Owens of Crockett,’ Tex., was very 
much to the point in showing his disap- 
proval of the action of the St. uis Clear- 
ing House in charging exchange on country 
checks. He said: “lf you don't want my 
checks, I den't want your goods.“ 

Fink, Nasse & Gildehaus received a let- 
ter from Fred Myers of Litchfield, III., who 
said: “St. Louis merchants will suffer 
greatly if their banks persist in charging 
exchange on 5 checks, and they in 
turn try to collect M off their customers. 
You are possibly not aware of it, but Chi- 
cago and all cities east of the river are 
urging St. Louis customers to send them 
their local checks, and they will receive 
them at par.“ 

Mr. E. C. Simmons of the Simmons Hard- 
ware Company gave the reporter a letter 
from the Gove Merchandise Company of 
Linn, Mo. : 

The firm wrote: “Referring .to the in- 
closed notice, we will say that we will pay 
all bills that we now owe, in St. Louis 
exchange, but we absolutely refuse to buy 
goods from any house that refuses to take 
our checks at par, and we ask you to write 
us at once if you will or will not take them 
under these conditions.” 


TWO WIDOWS APPEAR. 


A Third Is Rumored, in the Singley 
Case, But Not Yet Found. 


Two claimants for the widow’s dower in 
the estate of Charles Singley, engineer of the 
Southern until his death March 17 last, have 
appeared in the Probate Court. 

Public Administrator Wm. C. Richardson 
took charge of the $3,000 estate directly after 


Singley’s death, at the request of Manager 
Lewis of the Southern. Shortly afterward 
Attorney O'Connor applied for letters of ad- 
ministration upon the estate on behalf of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Singley.“ ‘ithe latter claims 
to be the common law widow of the de- 
ceased and to have lived with him as his 
wife since 1890 on Market street, between 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth streets. 

While Lawyer O’Connor had in prepara- 
tion a motion to revoke the letters already 
granted, Mathias Ribyn, an elderly gentle- 
man from Keokuk, lIo., called at his office 
and announced that his daughter was the 
lawful widow of the deceased, having been 
married to him Dec. 9, 1894. Ribyn claimed 
the ceremony was performed by Father H. 
Howard at Keokuk, and that his daughter, 
who had been deserted by Singley, had in 
her possession a marriage 42 

Although impressed with Ribyn’s story, 
Mr. O’Connor yesterday filed his motion in 
the Probate Court. The common law widow 
states that if Ribyn's daughter was really 
married to Singley, she will withdraw her 
claim. However, she has a claim of $1,000 
against the estate for diamonds and other 
personal property of heirs which were in- 
cluded in the inventory. 

Lawyer Connor states that rumors of a 
third widow have reached him, but he has 
not po learned anything definite on that 
point. 


IN THE HARBOR OFFICE. 


Comparison of the Collections and Ex- 
penditures for Fifteen Years. 


A table of interesting figures has been is- 


sued by the Harbor and Wharf Department, 
giving a comparative statement of the re- 


ceipts and the expenditures of that depart- 
ment for the last fifteen years. 

The statement shows that during the first 
full year of the present administration the 
expenses were reduced over $15,000, in com- 
parison with the expenses of the previous 
year, and that the highest bill of expenses 
for any one year is, in round figures, $1,000 
less than the lowest bill of expenses of any 
previous year during the last fifteen years.

Tammany Reformers Troubled 
Over the Old Leader’s Designs. 


HE HAS TWO AXES TO GRIND. 


Wants to Protect His Racing Interests 
and He Hates Gilroy 
and O’Brien. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. . 

NEW YORK, March 30.—Richard Crok- 
er's desire to retain his hold on Tammany 
Hall, and his plans for controlling the in- 
coming Board of Sachems, excited a great 
deal of comment to-day. The truth of the 
story was admitted by Leader Delmour ex- 
cept the fact that Mr. Croker desired to re- 
tain his hold. Mr. Croker’s friends are try- 
ing to convey the idea that ex-Mayor Grant 
is the man behind the scenes. The reform 
element in Tammany is much exercised 
over the bold stroke contemplated by the 
Croker old guards, which was to have been 
kept secret until the election of Sachems the 
third Monday in April. The publication will 
in all probability put a new ticket in the 
field. There was much talk to-day of such a 
ticket, with such men on it as Congressman 
Bartlett, * — Cummings, Perry 
Belmont, J. E. Simmons and men of that 
sort. One of the most powerful leaders of 
the organization said to-day: “There is no 
doubt of Mr. Croker’s desire to retain con- 
trol of Tammany. It was his friend Feit- 
ner who named the Nominati Commit- 
tee and put Croker's closest political friends 
on it. I have not been able to learn so far 
that the list is correct. That is that Mr. 
Croker is still the central power, even 
though he keeps out of sight. Hx-Mayor 
Gilroy’s power will be gone, and Mr. Grant 
could do nothing without the consent of 
Mr. Croker’s men. It is well known that 
the board will exercise a great influence on 
the reorganization that must take place 
after the r in June.“ 

‘‘Why does Mr. Croker, if he has gone out 
of politics, wish to retain control?“ 

„Well, there are two good reasons that 
appeal strongly to him. One is the power 
of Tammany in the Assembly, in the matter 
of racing laws. It was Mr. M. F. Dwyer 
who put Mr. Croker up te this. To protect 
their racing interests they must have 
friends at Albany and a hold on the Tam- 
many delegation in the Legislature is much 
cheaper and more effective than a lobby 
without this hold. The other reason is Mr. 
Croker’s hatred of ex-Sheriff O’Brien. When 
Croker sailed this week he believed that 
Mr. O’Brien would’ be appointed Police 
Commissioner. He would do 1 to 

revent this. He did everything possible to 
lock the appointment. Another thing that 
has decided. him to keep his hand on the 
wires that control Tammany was the way 
he was turned down and snubbed by Mayor 
Gilroy and his friends after Croker abdi- 


ted last spring.“

Work on the New Buildings Will 
Be Commenced at Once. 


WILL SPEND OVER $300,000. 


Old Quarters Will Be Remodeled and a 
Parade Ground Formed for the Ev- 
olutions of Six Troops. 


Jefferson Barracks presents a scene of un- 
usual activity just now. With the coming 
of spring, great changes are to be made and 
the whole plan of the barracks revolution- 
ized. Since the place became a cavalry post 
the old buildings, which were built years 
ago and are now too old and dilapidated to 
be serviceable, have been abandoned and

The trooper, who will be stationed at 
Jefferson Barracks, under the new regime, 
may thank his lucky stars that his lot has 
falien in such pleasant places.

If a scare 
over the prospects for a short yield should 
become general on this side and be based 
upon something actual, foreign markets un- 
doubtedly would be affected, and that de- 
cidedly.

It is now very clear that one of the great- 
est evils of the bogus butter traffic lies in 
its free shipment to foreign ports as pure 
butter. A writer in an Eastern journal who 
has been hunting up the records in New 
York shows that er cent of all the oleo- 
margarine cleared from the Custom House 
is shipped from that port branded in terms 
signifying butter. It furthermore appears 
that all butter * to tropical climates 
is packed in tins of various sizes and while 
the box, or case, holding these cans is 
branded oleomargaine, or whatever the law 
requires, the tins inside, as a rule, show 
such inviting brands as “Western 
D , “Suffolk Creamery,” “Fancy Go- 
shen,” “Extra Elgi‘n,”’ etc., although some 
of them have no marks at all. Of course 
such crooked work does not escape the no- 
tice of the importers in South American 
countries. West India ports, Venezuela 
and Brazil have filed their protest with our 
Government at Washington against such 
practices, and have forwarded some of the 
tins labeled as fancy butter. There is ap- 
revolt against the 
bogus importation and the crooked methods 
practiced in unloading it at foreign ports, 
and this protest comes from a number of 
countries who are big consumers and with 
whom the butter-makers of the United 
States can do an enormous business—if 
properly conducted. The butter traffic be- 
tween this country and South America 
properly fostered and encouraged would 
grow to enormous proportions. Brazil 
alone imports annually $6,000,000 worth, and 
Rio Janeiro takes $2,500,000 worth, but since 
the introduction of oleomargarine the trade 
has fallen off to a surprising extent, our 
business with Brazil last year not exceed- 
ing $100,000. The result is that these South 
American countries have been driven else- 
where, and are now sending their butter 
orders mainly to Denmark—that Govern- 
ment guaranteeing the quality and purity 
of its goods.

was favorable. The most noteworthy 
movement was the sudden and violent ad- 
vance in silver bullion, Nearly all this rise 
of % pence per ounce was made in Landon 
before our market opened, and was a plain 


result of the news from Japan. 
in a demand for silver, as an outcome of 
peace between the contending oriental na- 
tions must be based chiefly on expectation of 
a large indemnity award by China to be 
paid in silver. On a simple trade basis the 
effect of peace on the t’s demand for 
silver is doubtful. Exports of bullion from 
London to China since this year’s opening 
have increased 309,000 pounds over 1894, a 
gain of nearly 40 per cent. This shows at 
least that war has not impaired the Ori- 
ent’s demand, It is possibly open to ques-

Its influence was less 
noteworthy, however, for the banks’ aver- 
age money holdings decreased only $1,934,800 
against $5,814,600 decrease in last Saturday’s 
report. his week’s $2,393,000 decrease in 
legal tenders is largely explained by the 
course of interior exchanges. The estimate 
of bankers is that $1,500, net in currency 
was shipped this week from here to out of 
town institutions, A year ago interior cur- 
rency was coming to New York at the rate 
of over $2,000,000 a week, and the movement 
lasted through the summer. The outward 
shipment of the week means returning de- 
mand for money throughout the country. 
For the month full the two sides of the 
account for the first time in months will 
possibly ballance.

The grest feature of the 
celebration will be the,, Bümarck Roggen 
Tanz,“ that ta, gyrations around sheaves of 
a species of the long Westphalian corn and 
rye, which now bears the Chancellor's 
name, but which formerly was a typical 
token of the bitter hatred entertained 
against him. It was so called in derision of 
him, caused by his provocgtive attitude, in- 
ducing the war of 1866, which Bismarck 
laid the foundation of a United Germany. 
The feeling—especially in Westphalia, from 
which great numbers of soldiers were draft- 
ed to fight against their neighbers, the Han- 
overians, in the battle of Langensalza and 
other engagements—was one of intense bit- 
terness, and found vent in cutting invectpyes 
against 'the man of blood and iron.“ Frieli- 
grath, the revolutionary poet of 1548, then 


still living in political exile, in London, pub- 


lished a poem which created an enormous 
excitement all over Germany, and more es- 
ecially in the province of the red earth.“ 
n it, a traveler, resting by the wayside, 
apostrophises the rich fields of corn stand- 
ing ready for the harvester’s sickle. Here 


is a poor translation from the German verses 


before me: 


‘Midst summer's gale and rainy floods, 
And ‘neath the sun's regalia, 

How fully ripe thy sprigs and shoots— 
Corn of my own Westphalia! 

From heavy cornstalk, slim yet strong, 

Corn seven feet and over long— 

How glorious dost thou ripen!’ 


The corn makes no answer, saying that 
however rich the harvest may promise, 
there is no one this year who will be able to 
gather it, for the harvester, with his devas- 
tating scythe, is grim Death, whom Bis- 
marck has hired to do the bloody work. 
From this time on the Hellwegs- Roggen“ 
of Westphalia was called “Bismarck Rye.“ 
and the sentiment of bitter hatred against 
the ex-Chancellor was nurtured in the stout 
hearts beneath the silver buttoned waist- 
coats of the peasant lords. The year 1870 
changed all this and made enthusiastic fol- 
lowers of the Prince of his former adversa- 
ries. The cognomen of “Bismarck” stuck 
to the grain, which was so called in derision, 
but is now named thus in jubilant pride. 
The sheaves of rye that will be stacked 
on April 1 in every barn of Westpha- 
Ua will bear witness to the unbounded popu- 
larity of the great statesman. 


On the point of leaving Friedrichsruhe I 
chanced to witness a most interesting Inct- 
dent—the visit from a delegation of the 
Leipzig Patriotic League, who sought the 
permission of the Prince to present on his 
birthday a delegation of citizens. The dele- 
gation was asked to lunch, and Dr, Chrys- 
ander exterided to me an invitation also to 
lunch with the Prince. I must confess I was 
most agreeably surprised in finding the 
Chancellor seemingly enjoying the most per- 
fect health. His excellent mental disposi- 
tion and his brightness of mind and spirit are 
astonishing. He spoke most continuously 
during lunch and uttered some most re- 
markable sentiments, worthy of being cher- 
ished by all his admirers. In answering the 
toast of Leipzig, given by the Prince, the 
chief of the delegation praised the Prince as 
a truly happpy man. Smiling rather depre- 
catingly, the Prince said, as has been al- 
ready cabled to America recently: 

“A thoroughly happy man I have been 
only rarely in my life. If I add together the 
few rare minutes of true happiness T have 
enjoyed during my life, they would hardly 
count up to more than twenty-four hours. 
In politics I have never had rest enough to 
f the sense of happiness. It was a con‘*in- 
ual battle and strife, and if a success was 
achieved, dull care steppped in to point out 
o me how that success was to be held 
ast and might be best untilized. But in my 

rivate life there have been moments of 

appiness. Thus I recall one moment of my 
early youth, when, as a boy, I shot my first 
hare. With a happy feeling I saw later on

It is a remarkable coincidence that in the 
two great works of the famous composer, 
Verdi—“ Otello“ and Falstaff“ — both of 
which will be produced for the first time in 
this city gies. the coming season of 
grand Italian and French opera, that Mau- 
rel sings the principal roles in each. It 
will readily be conceded by any reader of 
Shakspeare or any lover of Verdi and Bosto 
that lago as a character is the equal of 
Otello, if not the greater of the two. The 
character of Falstaff stands pre-eminently 
alone in the opera, or, as the librettos desig- 
nate it, a lyric comedy. A more varied con- 
trast between these two great creations 
it is difficult to conceive, The difference be- 
tween Iago and Falstaff is so great that 
one finds it bard to believe that the same 
actor or singer can give an adequate rep- 
resentation of both. Yet the Iago of Mau- 
rel has long since won the approval of the 
critics and public of two continents, and 
it is generally conceded by all who have 
witnessed his Falstaff that the jolly old 
love-making knight of Shakspeare’s two 
plays, “Henry IV.” and “The Merry Wives 
of ndsor,“ has rarely such an ad- 
mirable interpreter. 

It is many years ago since Verdi, the 
grand old man of Italian opera as Glad- 
stone is of — politics, put pen to pa- 
per and, inspired by Shakspeare’s great 
hogs | of “Othello, the Moor of Venice,” 
drew from the coinage of his brain the 
„Otello“ of his own and set it to music, 
which is destined to live and pass into the 
domain of the classic. It was in the char- 
acter of Iago that Maurel made his re- 
8 n New York after an absence 
of nearly two decades. It is in the same 
character he will make his initiatory bow 
to the St. Louis public next Tuesday night. 
Verdi selected Maurel for the role, and it 
was with that character his name was more 
closely associated, up to the appearance of 
Falstaff, than with any other. He created 
both roles, and he believes there is no great- 
er inspiration to a singer than in one of 
Shakspeare’s creations, especially when they 
are influenced by the magic musical touch 
of the great Maestro, Verdi. 

Speaking about the character of Iago 
some time ago, Maurel says: The number 
of different points of view from which one 
is compelled to regard the role of lago con- 
stitutes for the artist one of the greatest 
difficulties. He must at one and the same 
time have the power to be frank and jovial

some sixty days on the way. The boy and 
his father reached St. Louis Oct. 28, 1818, and 
to-day the venerable historian, who was 
then the lad of 17, is literally the “last leaf 
upon the tree“ of all whom he remembers to 
have known in this city at that time. 

‘Who are living now that were living 
then? he asked, almost querulously, repeat- 
ing the reporter's question. Why, sir, there 
is not one man, woman or child alive that I 
remember then. You must bear in mind 
that that was seventy-seven years ago, and 
7 those old people have passed away since. 

sir, the only one I can recall as any- 
. like going back to those old times is 
Mr. Saugrain, grandson of old Dr. Antoine 
Francois Saugrain, and he is only 70-odd. 
Just think of et this way, too: I have seen 
St. Louis crow from a little straggling river 
settlement of 2,000 people in 1818 to a city of 
over 600,000 population in 1896. How many 
thousands have lived and died here in that 
time!

“Ought Young Girls to Read the 
Daily Newspapers?“ 


HE SAYS THEY OUGHT. 


An Interesting Paper Read Before the 
St. Louis Social Science Club by Rev. 
Dr. Holland of St. George’s. 


The following paper, under the heading, 
“Ought Young Girls to Read the Daily 
Newspapers?” was read by Rev. R. A. 
Holland, D. D., at the meeting of the Social 
Science Club, held on Tuesday evening of 
the week just closed in the Parish House of 
St. George’s Episcopal Church. The paper 
was written by Commissioner of Education 
W. T. Harris of Massachustts, formerly of 
St. Louis, and was forwarded to Dr. Hol- 
land. Its reading was listened to with pro- 
found interest, and in the discussion which 
followed Mr. Harris’ views were quite gen- 
erally sustained: 


It has been claimed that young girls 
should not be allowed to read the daily 
— because there is danger of 
cont nation from this source to their 
susceptible and unformed characters. The 
daily press is a mirror, reflecting not only 
the lofty h ts of human achievement 
but also the foul and loathsome depth of 
social degradation. ell communications 
corrupt good manners.“ Familiarity with 
Senoription of sin and crime will harden the 
heart and blunt the sensibilities. 

The daily journal is under the neces- 
sity of report the news; it must record 
the events of the day. The large propor- 
tion of such events must be negative deeds 
~—deeds that attack the political and so- 
cial order—that undermine the public mor- 
ality. Even the best class of newspapers 
must fill many columns daily with the rec- 
ord of cases of murder, suicide, theft, rob- 
ery, drunkenness, raud, defalcation, 
hypocrisy, bribery, cruelty to animals, 
domestic brawls, the sin of lust and in- 
continence, and often the details of divorce 
cases. It must print much vulgarity, 
many examples of bad taste, many utter- 
ances that make against — — 

For these reasons, many refined and con- 
scientious parents believe young people, 
and es ally young girls, should not see 
the daily papers. This measure of prudence 
seems to us, when we first hear of its justi- 
fication upon these grounds, a commendable 
one. It is only after considering it in its 
results, and after comparing them with the 
highest ideal standard of human character 
that we come to distrust it altogether. 


The abstract soul, isolated from all knowl- 
edge of sin, clad in white-robed innocence 
**‘unsoilled by contact with this world,“ 
seems angelic only to a spurious mysticism. 
It is not Christianity in its full maturity. 
Christ went about — 2 and sin- 
ners and called the wicked to repentance. 
His followers, like St. Francis of Assisi, 
descend to the lowest and foulest places of 
humanity in order to lift up the fallen and 
recall the erring. 

To keep what is pure apart from what is 
impure and thus to preserve it from con- 
tamination is not the true Christian doc- 
trine. Divine charity, the missionary spirit 
that descends into the Infernos of vice—not 
to sin, but to save sinners—the missionary 
spirit that sacrifices all selfishness, all ease 
an comfort, even the environment of 
heaven and the association with the angelic 
choi in order to convert the wicked and 
turn the evil from their ways this and this 
alone is after the pattern of the founder of 
Christianity. 

In order to work in the spirit of Christian- 
ity one must learn to Know what he can do 
to make the world better. He must learn 
to know the ideals of goodness and eternal 
beauty. But he must study also the ways 
of evil and temptation. If one has no temp- 
tations he nothing to resist, and can 
never develop true strength of character. 
Plant your oak in a flower pot and shield 
it from the winds and tempest by the walls 
of a hot-house—that is not the way to pro- 
duce the oak that can resist the storms of a

The conscious virtue which daintily picks 
her wer through the world, gathering up her 
skirts lest they be soiled by contact with 
her fallen sisters, is not on her way towards 
heaven, but downward to that lake Cocytus, 
where Dante has placed those souls frozen 
with spiritual pride—the Pharisaic souls 


that thank God they are not as other men 


are, and that feel themselves to belong to 
a caste apart from the rest of humanity. 
Blessed are the poor in spirit—those who 


study the condition of the fallen and de- 


graded in order to lift them up again! 


But how is it with the newspaper which 
holds its mirrer up to nature and shows us 
this world in its deformity as well as in its 
beauty? It is the grand instrumentality of 
education in our Christian civilization. It 
is doing more than all else to make real 
throughout the world the feeling of brother- 
h among men. 


To each reader it offers every morning and. 


evening the spectacle of the entire worl. 
Mounted, as it were, on a high throne, each 
man can behold his greater self—the self of 
humanity in the aggregate—with all its 
nations and peoples, under all climes, and in 
every stage of development; he can behold 
this stupendous revelation of human nature 
moving onward toward its goal. Divine 
providence governs history, and it is an 
easy lesson to see the revelation of the divine 
in great historic movements while we can 
— . discern its traces in village life at our 

eet. , 

The daily newspaper has supplanted, in 
our time, that painful vill e Koss the 
gossip of the alehouse and the famil 
circle. It has interested us all, young an 
old, in world gossip—the march of human- 
ity toward that far-off divine event. It has 
replaced the prosaic scandal of the neigh- 
borhood by the epic story of the deeds of 
the race. 

Who can so isolate his children that they 
Will escape the gossip of the neighborhood 
and never hear of scandal? And yet the 
wise parent sees to it that a lofty and pure 
ideal makes itself felt in the presence of 
such gossip. The child who hears the gos- 
sip finds the antidote in the pure atmos- 
phere of home influence, 


The parent does not expect that the child-- 


ren shall escape the spectacle of sin, but 
he takes care that it shall not allure them. 
The immoral book is not the book that 
shows sin in its true light, but the one that 
shows the sweets of sin without its conse. 
quences. The Bible gives us portrayals of 
all kinds of sin, but shows their sequels in 
wretchedness, pain and death. The Bible 
is moral not because it omits all mention 
of scandals, but because it gives complete 
pictures of their evil consequences. The 
partial account of evil that omits its natu- 
ral results is immoral.

Odd Laws in All Countries for 
Undoing the Ties of Marriage. 


Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

The question of divorce seems to be agi- 
tating pretty nearly every civilized country 
in the world just now. The French statis- 
ticlans have tackled the subject, and show 
the extent to which divorce has grown in 
France, From 1874 to 18% applications for 
divorces in France have exceeded 45,000, of 
which #,000 have been granted. 

M. Naquet, in urging the passage of the 
divorce law in France optimistically pre- 
dicted that it would prevent many ruptures, 
and that married couples would remain 
more firmly united from the fact that their 
tie would not be compulsory. Unfortunate- 
ly, exactly the contrary was the result. 
The first year after the law was passed 
showed 1,700 divorces; last year there were 
over 8.000. When separations alone were 
permitted they only reached 3,000, While 
in 1882 the proportion was only 1 in 1,000, 
to-day it is 2 in 1.000. 

From the history of divorce it ap 
that the proportion of unhappy m es 
increases from the day divorce is legalized 
in a country. It appears among people of 
the hest civilization at the period of 
their adence; from that time can be 
dated a retrograde movement in morals. 

he Bible says that if a man after mar- 
rymg a woman and living with her con- 
ceives a disgust of her, for some shameful 
fault, he shall draw out a decree of di- 
vorce, and, putting it into the woman's 
hands, shall send her out of his house. 
This was not always easily accomplished, 

ause the majority of people did not 
know how to write, and the Levite or 
priest whom they consulted could refuse 
to grant their application if he saw fit. 

In Egypt the laws authorized no divorce 
— in certain cages. Infidelity was pun- 
ished severely; the man received 1,000 st 
and the woman's nose was cut. In Babylon 
a public auction of all the girls of Mar- 
riageable age was held once a year. The

Confucius, writing on Chinese laws, estab- 
lishes several causes of repudiation, among 


which it a that the wife could be 
put aside tor ex ve gossip or for not 
gett ~ gr 4 with her father or mother-in- 
law. ut ere was this proviso: The 
husband is advised to retain her if she will 
wear mourning for her mother-in-law for 
three years.“ Asa matter of fact, the Chi- 
nese resort to the divorce courts very little, 
and they hold a widow marrying a second 
time in the utmost céntempt. This custom 
is somewhat similar to that of the Hindoos 
in former years, when the widows flung 
themselves on the burning wood-piles 5 — 
which their husbands’ bodies were ng 
consumed, 

India recognizes certain causes for di- 
vorce. Up to the commencement of this 
century a childless Hindoo was rmitted 
to lend his wife to brother or other male 
relative in order to have children. In 
Burmah the women when marrying do not 
take their husbands’ names, but retain their 
own, with the addendum of “wife of So and 
So. This makes it convenient for them to 
assume their previous status in public 
knowledge when they come to be divorced, 
as they are very likely to be, for divorce.is 
easy in that 2 

if a Burmese wife and husband quarrel 
and determine to separate, the wife, who 
always does all the marketing, goes out 
and buys two little candles of equal length, 
which are made especially for tas use, 
She brings them home. She and her hus- 
band sit down on the floor, place the candles 
between them, and light them simultane- 
ously. One candle stands for him, the other 
for ali The one whose candle burns out 
first rises and goes out of the house for- 
ever, with nothing but what he or she may 
have on. The other takes all the property. 

This looks fair enough on the face of 
it, but it oftem happens that the wife on 
her way home with the candles es a 
tiny scraping from the bottom of one of 
them. A very little will be een. If the 
husband and the house are emipty of pretty 
much everything but children, she takes 
the shortened candle and walks out free 
and content. But if the house is well fur- 
nished, and the husband’s possessions are 
considerable, he gets the short candle and 
does the walking.

There 
could be no doubt of this; the men were 
sturdy, sober-looking ‘fellows, in working 
garb, and they ate with the healthy appe- 
tite that comes from honest toil, It may 
be that the “bum’’ draws his day-time sus- 
tenance from the groggeries where he man- 
ages to do his drinking; he certainly is not 
— marked evidence at the cheap restau- 
ants. 

Long counters * oe so that three sides 
of a square were available to the patrons, 
served as the tables in these restaurants, 
and stools screwed to the floor at close in- 
tervals from one another furnished the 
seats. There was seating capacity for prob- 
ably 100 at a time. 

In the hollow square made by the count- 
ers the squad of a dozen waiters officiated, 
and the open flank of the square gave them 
access to the kitchen, or the opening 
through which their various orders were 
shouted. 

The service was plain; no “frills” of dainty 
napkins or finger bowls, or anything = 
that kind, but the victuals seemed to 
plentiful enoug and maybe this is the 
greatest desideratum to a hungry man. The 
cashier’s desk, or “‘look-out,” is at the front, 
near the door and co ding that im- 
portant strategic point, and there is a cigar 
stand attached, which is not patronized to 
the same extent as in some more pretentious 
places; a workingman likes a pipe. 

The men chat sociably enough at their 
meals; when they finish they arise, pay the 
shot, light a smoke and stroll out to the 
sidewalk on Market street. There they 
stand in groups all the way from Sixth to 
Seventh streets on the north side, and it

Bear in mind, however, that this descrip- 
tion applies to the “open-day-and-night res- 
taurant” only at those Christian meals of 
breakfast, dinner and supper at the hours 
usual to the great majority of mankind.
